Washington, July 1C. — Practically 


the first movement in the campaign 
for the election of William H. Taft as 
president of the United States will be 
made at Colorado Springs, Colo., next 
Monday and Tuesday. At that time, in 
the Antlers hotel at Colorado Springs, 
Chairman Hitchcock will hold a con- 
ference with, the Republican leaders 
of all the states and territories west 
of the Missouri river. Represented at 
the conference will be North and 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma, Texas, Montana, Wyoming, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Idaho, Utah, 
Arizona, Nevada, Washington, Oregon 
and California. The Republican chair- 
men and the Republican national com- 
mitteemen of these states and terri- 
tories have been invited by Chairman 
Hitchcock to attend the conference, 
and all of them have notified him of 
their intention to be present. 


At the Colorado Springs conference 


careful plans will be mapped out for 
the campaign in the west; methods 
will be discussed and speakers 
ar- 


ranged for so far as may be possible. 
In the near future similar conferences 
will be held by Chairman Hitchcock 
.jvith Republican leaders in the middle 
west and in the easf. 


The place of the middle west con- 


ference will be Chicago, and it,prob- 
ably will be held about 10 days after 
the Colorado 
Springs 
conference. 


Some lime subsequently a conference 
of eastern leaders will be held in New 
York. Chairman Hitchcock left Wash- 
ington today for Colorado Springs. 
He will stop in Chicago on Friday to 
make arrangements for western Re- 
publican headquarters in that city. In 
this connection it can be said to be 
not unlikely that Mr. Hitchcock may 
make his permanent headquarters in 
Chicago instead of New York. He has 
the question under consideration, but 
has reached no definite conclusion. 
Final decision may depend to some 
extent on the selection of a vice chair- 
man of the national committee. 


At the conclusion of the Colorado 


Springs conference the chairman will 
return to Chicago for a brief stay in 
that city, and will go thence to Cin- 
cinnati to attend the ceremonies inci- 
dent to the notification of Judge Taft 
of his nomination for the presidency, 
which takes plnce on July 28. From 
Cincinnati Mr. Hitchcock will go 'to 
New York to open formally headquar- 
ters in that city. Headquarters in Chi- 
cago will bo- opened about a week or 
10 days later.
